• New Orleans, July 22.—A mob 
at 


/Tallulah, a small town in Madison par- 
ish, lynched five Sicilians, Charles, Joe 
and Frank Defatta, John Cerano and 
Sy Deferroch. 


The five victims were strung up to 


trees for supposed connection with a 
plot to murder Mr. Hodges, a promi- 
nent physician of the place, who was 
shot and fatally wounded by one of the 
Sicilians. In addition to this several 
acts of lawlessness that have occurred 
in the neighborhood recently were at- 
tributed to the gang. 
Several of the 


xaen are believed to have families in 
Europe. 


Goats belonging to the Italians had 


been trespassing on the premises of 
Dr. Hodges. 
Protests proved of no 


avail, and the doctor shot one of the 
animals. In passing the store of Joe 
and Charles Defatta a few days later 
Dr. l-lodges was assauHed by the latter 
and filled full o£ buckshot by the for- 
mer. 
At the crack of the gun Frank 


Defatta, Sy Deferroch andJohn Cerano, 
who were in the store, started to run, 
armed with guns and long knives. The 
sheriff and posse succeeded in disarm- 
ing aqd 
jailing the trio. 
Joe and 


Charles Defatta locked themselves in 
the store. 


The sheriff with his posse at once 


went to the house where Charles and 
Joe were barricaded, surrounded the 
square, and, after battering down the 
doors, succeeded in taking the men. 
,The sheriff started to the jail with Joe 
'find Charles. When he got to the court- 
'house square a crowd of 250 citizens 
overpowered the sheriff, and after a se- 
vere struggle took .Too and Charles De- 
'fatta down in the field to the slaughter 
pen and hanged them to the gallows 
used for slaughtering beeves. 


Joe denied the shooting and accused 


Charles. 
Charles in turn accused his 


•brother, but s;tid Frank Defatta and 
Sy Deferrccli v/cve the cause of the 
trouble. 


The crowd then adjourned to Ihe jail, 


overpowered the jailer and deputies, 
and, Inking the keys, went in and 
brought out Sy DoCerrocl), Frank De- 
fatta and John 
Cerp.no. ainl hanged 


them to an oak tr-:r in t!:o .hulyunl. 


Not a shot was lired, and the crowd 


was orderly and iRiic't, but very deter- 
mined. 
A good many of the citizens 


pleiidcd for' lh? lives of the Sicilians, 
but without avail, as the people were 
much wrought up, this ::ang being 
charged \viih a number of outrages. 


Dr. .1. Ford Hodges is a prominent 


physician and is pariah coroner. He is 
badly wounded, and the doctors gay he 
can not recover. 


The grand jury reported as follows: 


"It is evident from the facts brought 
to our knowledge that the men who 
were lynched had formed a conspiracy 
to assassinate Dr. Hodges, and the mob, 
learning of the facts, took the law into 
-their own hands. After diligent inqui- 
ry we have not been able to learn the- 
names or identity of any of the men 
composing the mob."
